Witness Says 
Russ Embassy 
Paid Her For 
Work As Spy 


Washington, Aug. 11 
VP)—The 


Russian embassy today was drawn 
directly into Congressional hearings 
of 
alleged Communist wartime 


spying. 


Elizabeth T. Bentley, who says she 


is a former Red spy, returned to 
the witness chair .of the House un- 
American activities committee and 
testified that Anatol Gromov, first 
secretary of the embassy, paid her 
$2,000 in October, 1945. 


She also said he told her the 


Soviet Supreme Council had award- 
ed her a medal. 


Checked By FBI 


Her story of the money and the 


medal had been disclosed; by com- 
mittee members earlier, but she 
pointed for the first time to the em- 
bassy as the source. 


• Miss Bentley, who says she gave 
her story to the FBI in August, 1945, 
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also told the committee: 


"The FBI has told me that in 


checking all of the evidence I have 
given them they never have found 
any major discrepancy." 


The committee put Miss Bentley 


back on the stand after hearing 
Henry H. Collins, Jr., a former mil- 
itary government officer, deny that 
he was ever a spy for a foreign 
country, but refuse to say whether 
he is or has been a Communist. 


Recess Expected 


Before he took the stand, Chair- 


man Thomas (R.-N. J.) announced 
that a special subcommittee will go 
to New York tomorrow to take testi- 
mony in closed session from Michael 
Ivanovitch Samarin, former Russian 
school teacher. 


Other members said there are 


plans also to send a subcommittee 
—perhaps one man—to Canada to 
get a statement from Igor Gouzenko, 
the former Russian clerk who was 
responsible for breaking the Can- 
adian atom bomb spy case. 


It was disclosed, too, that the com- 


mittee contemplates a recess of the 
hearings here. Rep. McDowell (R.- 
Pa.) told reporters the committee 
will be in recess "all next week" 
at least.

TOO MUCH DDT 
IS BLAMED FOR 


ORCHARD PEST 


Adams county fruit growers, at 


-heir meeting at the South Moun- 
,ain fair grounds Tuesday night, 
were told that too much DDT spray 
on fruit trees and not enough lead 
arsenate was believed responsible for 
he increase in leaf roller. 


'Of the five or six species of leaf 


roller, we are particularly interested 
in the red banded leaf roller," Dr. 
John Pepper, State College, de- 
clared. "It is not new. You've had 
t ever since you have been growing 
apples. The laboratory a£ Winches- 
ter, Va., was opened because of leaf 
roller. 
, 


DDT Not Effective 


"Some of these fantastic new in- 


secticides work on some pests and 
don't work on others," Dr. Pepper 
continued. "As long as we used lead 
arsenate we didn't have much leaf 
roller. Lead arsenate will control it, 
but apparently DDT has little effect 
on it." 


Dr. Pepper said the heaviest ih- 


festations were being found where 
DDT had been used for two or three 
years. 


"The DDT has killed other tn- 


sects, but has let the leaf roller 
'go to town,'" he said. "It over- 
winters in a pupae stage in trash, 
rubbish 'and in the bark, and 
emerges like the codling moth in 
the pre-pink period. 


Others Discuss Pests 


"We found practically all stages 


of larvae and pupae today, and there 
is no question but that you are 
going to get another generation, and 
considerable damage," he declared.

BIGLERVILLE'S 
TOWN COUNCIL 


The problem of drainage along 


Biglerville's main street brought 40 
residents of the town before the 
Biglerville borough council meeting 
Tuesday evening in the fire engine 
house. 


There, for more than an hour, the 


residents and their council, along 
with Russell Conrad, district state 
highway engineer, and D. E. Smith, 
contractor for the new street being 
laid in the borough, discussed the 
matter of drains to carry away the 
water from the properties of those 
living on the "high" side of the 
street. 


At the conclusion of the talk most 


of the residents seemed satisfied 
that the state and contractor are 
willing to do everything thty can to 
aid the citizens in solving the situ- 
ation. But, as Council President 
John W. Deardorff, Sr., pointed out, 
"The utilities had to re-lay their 
pipes to accommodate the street and 
it looks like the private landowners 
along the way are in the same posi- 
tion as the water company and the 
gas company—they will have to re- 
.ay their drainage pipes." 


Many Pipes Torn Out 


Various speakers pointed out that 


for years residents of properties on 
the "high" side of the street have 
run tile piping out under the street 
into low lands on the other side of 
the street. Much of the pipe was 
laid close to the surface and when 
the contractor tore out the old 
street to begin work-on the new, the 
pipes and tile were torn out as well 


Contractor Smith pointed out that: 


"There axe no maps to show where 
these pipes are, and some were 
placed so long ago that no one 
knows their course. As a result, the 
first we know they are there is when 
we dig them out. Some of our ma- 
chinery has probably crushed some] 
pipes without anyone ever knowing 
the pipe was there. A terra cotta 
pipe a few inches beneath the level 
to which we have dug could be 
broken by some of the heavy ma- 
chinery running across it and the 
first you would know of it would be 
when water came to ttie surface." 


Conrad and Smith 'agreed that 


the residents of the street could 
place--new -pipe,~or. lower old pipe 
which was not damaged so long as 
the work was done according to 
state department specifications and 
before the new street is laid. If they 
wished >iim to, Smith said, his ma- 
chinery could dig the ditch for re- 
placing the pipe and if desired, he 
could put down the pipe- He pre- 
ferred, however, Smith said, to have

California mountain climbers died 
and two others were burned seri- 
ously Wednesday when lightning 
from a sudden storm struck a cave 
in which they were huddled high 
on an 11,500-foot peak in the Ca- 
nadian Rockies. 


News of the tragedy came to light 


last night with a telephoned re- 
port to The Associated Press office 
here from a member of the hiking 
party who did not attempt the 
climb. 


Dead were Rolf Pundt of Berkeley 


and Bob Becker of Los Gatos. 


Recovering from second and third 


degree burns in a Cranbrook, B.C., 
hospital were Ann Strong, Berkeley, 
and Ian Mac Kinlay of San Fran- 
cisco. 


The repqrt was made by John 


Thune, physical education director 
of the Oakland YMCA and one of 
a party of 18 climbing in the Buga- 
boo range near Spillamachean, B. C. 


This was Thune's account: 
Pundt, Becker, Mac Kinlay and 


Miss Strong tackled Bugaboo spire 
Wednesday and reached a small 
cave near the top. 


They took refuge there when fall- 


ing snow made the rocks icy. As 
they huddled in the cave the'light- 
ning struck. All were knocked un- 
conscious. 


When Mac Kinlay came to, he 


told Thune, he saw Pundt twisting 
in convulsions. As the barely con- 
scious Mac Kinley watched, Pundt 
writhed over the edge of the cliff 
outside the cave and dropped 1,000 
feet to his death. 


Becker was partially paralyzed 


and semi-conscious. Mac Kinley and 
Miss Strong, both badly burned,

were unable to move him. They left 
him in the cave with food beside 
him and his body tied to prevent 
his slipping over the cliff. Then they 
began the descent for help. 


The two miraculously descended 


safely 
down 
the

mountain. But the rest of the party 
was unable to climb the peak until 
Saturday, after the storm had lifted. 
By the time they reached the cave 
Becker was dead, 


The rescuers cut his body loose 


but it slipped from their grasp and 
also plunged over the icy edge.

bill into law today with a blast at 
the Republican-controlled Congress 
for "deliberate neglect" of people 
most in need of adequate living 
quarters. 


Mr. Truman said the measure 


falls "far short of the legislation 
which could and should have been 
enacted." He said in a 'statement 
that he was signing the bill because 
it would be "of some help" in meet- 
ing the critical housing shortage." 


The President accused the House 


Republican leaders of blocking con- 
sideration of another, bill which 
would have provided "decent hous- 
ing" for millions of families. 


Mr. Truman referred to the Taft- 


Ellender-Wagner measure which in- 
cluded public housing, slum clear- 
ance and rural housing provisions. 
This bill was shunted aside by the 
GOP leadership in the closing days 
of the extra session of the 80th con- 
gress.

In his message to Congress, Mr. 


Truman had referred to the T-E-W 
bill as the bill which the country 
needs. Housing and anti- inflation 
topped the list of proposals the 
President offered in calling the Con- 
gress back for the session which 
ended last Saturday. 


The GOP bill lacks public hous- 


ing and slum clearance provisions. 
It provides chiefly for greater finan- 
cial backing in the form of insur- 
ance for private construction.

IS CAUSE FOR 
CONCERN HERE 


The local milk situation is con- 


tinuing in a state of unre.st. 


Locally milk dealers are worried 


and admit it—about the possibility 
of two, possibly three, more increas- 
es in the price of milk anc1 an in- 
crease in consumer resistance to 
the increased cost. 


That "consumer 
resistance" 
is 


taking the form of fewer purchases 
of bottled milk in stores, say several 
of the dealers. Mr. and Mrs. Gettys- 
burg are continuing to buy as much 
milk as ever from the dairyman 
who delivers in the morning to the 
door, but the dealers say, little John- 
ny is being sent to the store less 
frequently to buy that extra quart 
or two of milk when the home sup- 
ply runs low. 


New Milk Outlet 


While "consumer resistance" has 


not been felt so greatly locally, m 
nearby Chambersburg, according to 
news reports, the resistance is stead- 
ily increasing and people are buying 
much less milk. 


Added to the worry of local deal- 


ers is the decision of a New York 
concern to construct a milk receiv- 
ing station at Greencastle to fun- 
nel Franklin county milk into the 
higher paying New York city milk 
marketing 
area. 
Stanley 
Jones, 


Greencastle, an agent for the New 
York brokerage 
firm 
of Hovey, 


Stanton and Company, Inc., has 
announced that 40 milk producers 
in Franklin have already signed 
contracts to sell to the Nev; York 
concern and 175 additional farmers 
have expressed interest in the new 
venture. 


That will probably have a direct 


influence on the price of milk in 
Gettysburg and Adams county, lo- 
cal dealers pointed out. With the 
New York concern paying higher 
prices to the farmer for his milk 
Franklin county dealers i>.ill have 
to appeal to the state milk control 
commission to grant them a raise in 
price to meet the New York price 
Adams county is part of the same" 
milk control area as Franklin and 
a price increase granted to Franklin 
would also hold good in Adams, and 
in the Hanover area. 


May Mean More Ice Cream 


Just where the price of milk will 


finally land is a problem that Is 
bothering the dealers and many 
other countians. One problem in- 
volving the dealers right now is the 
desire of school systems to set up a 
budget for the coming year. If they 
supply milk at cafeterias and the 
like, the schools have to know how 
much it -will cost them. 


The answer local dealers were gh - 


ing today was "If there is a price 
rise in October on top of the one 
scheduled for this month, and if the 
new Greencastle plant forces an- 
other rise on top of that? Well we 
just can't tell what the answer 
may be." 


One answer might be more ice 


cream—if consumers refuse to buy 
the milk at the price set by the 
commission, one dealer said, noting 
that unused milk would have to be 
made into something else to get rid 
of it.

THE UNNOTICED 


Most of the work of the world is 


done 
by people "behind closed 


doors," as the saying goes, for they 
are the unnoticed and unacclahned. 
They are the experimenters and dis- 
coverers in laboratories, the makers 
of the cars we drive in and of the 
things with which we furnish our 
homes, the ones who run our rail- 
roads and carry our mail. In fact, it 
is difficult to name any industry that 
does not have as its background 
these unheralded ones. 


I see the men, tearing up heavily 


trod streets in my city, many of 
them working mostly underground, 
and I wonder what would happen 
if the thousands of lines of wire and 
pipe were not kept in constant re- 
jair. The wonder is that the city 
moves on at all—its people thinking 
little about it. Yet it does, year in 
and year out. The unnoticed—except 
or a glance or so—do the job, and 
they do it well. 


Take the milk man, for example, 


•"ew of us ever see him. He comes 
while most of us sleep! But just let 
him fail to appear and he gets our' 
notice. Electrical engineers, men of 
the mines, train dispatchers, teach- 
ers in the little country schools, till- 
ers of the soil, the -"leg men" on 
newspapers, those who shine our 
shoes, and those who trim our hair 
—what millions of these unnoticed 
'oiks there are! 


How important then it is that we 


pay our tribute to all who serve no 
matter to whom we pay it, or where. 
None of us is important only as we 
do and serve. Such a hungry world 
of men and women! Hungry for more 
than food—hungry for love, appre- 
ciation and encouragement. 


Just take note of every "thank 


you" that you give out. It's like a, 
ipark to light given to one. It so 
ar outshines the proverbial "tip." 
It is no mark of servitude. It's a 
mark of kinship and human fellow- 
ship. Made, universal it can even 
push wars aside! It is suggestive of 
unity and understanding. Don't 
think that a "thank you" is never 
noticed! 


Most of us get into a hospital 


during our lives. Hospitals are nearly 
always filled. But what service is 
rendered there. Nurses, rather ex- 
pected than noticed, giving of their 
strength and cheer, and never too 
tired to give an extra amount of en- 
couragement to one gravely ill. What 
a debt we owe to the unnoticed!

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ANNEXATION OF 
GUARD BY ARMY 
IS BEING URGED 


Washington, Aug. 11 W— A dras- 


tic revision of the nation's tradi- 
tional military policy was urged to- 
day to permit the army to annex 
the National Guard. 


This politically explosive recom- 


mendation by a special defense de- 
partment advisory committee would 
double the army's current strength 
of about 600,000. It would, in effect, 
serve as a short-term manpower 
substitute for universal military 
training. 


The suggested change in guard 


status was part of a general recom- 
mendation that each of the armed 
services should have a single fed- 
eral reserve force on which to draw 
as needed in event of a national 
emergency. 


Opposition Flares

Army Secretary Gordon Gray re- 
ported that, judged on the tests of 
national 
security, the 
National 


Guard and other reserve groups "are 
not now capable of participating ef- 
fectively in major combat opera- 
tions."

Philadelphia, Aug. 11 {/P)~-The for- 


mer president of the closed First 
National Bank and Trust Co., of 
Easton has brought suit against the 
U. S. government charging mis- 
management. 


The suit was filed) yesterday in 


the name of Clinton T. Hilliard, who 
said he represented 400 stockhold- 
ers. Acting as counsel were Attorney 
General T. McKeen Chidsey and 
former Governor John c. Bell. 


Named defendants in the suit were 


the Federal Deposit Insurance Corp., 
and Comptroller of Currency Pres- 
ton Delano. Hilliard charged them 
with 
< perating the bank—after it 


was closed by the FDIC in 1943—in 
an "inefficient, illegal, wasteful and 
extravagant manner." 


The suit said also there was no 


justification in closing the bank, 
stating there had been no runs on 
the First National and the bank 
had been able to meet all demands 
of creditors. The agency, in order- 
ing the bank closed, said it was us- 
ing unsafe and unsound banking 
practices.

Built somewhat 
on the order of the British "home 
guards," the new state guard would 
be composed of deferred men and 
those ineligible for regular military 
service for over=age or other reasons.

Folke Bernadotte put 50 more French I 
and American observers on the job 
today in an effort to stop truce 
violations in Jerusalem. 


"I want this shooting stopped," 


he told a news conference yesterday. 
"My position is going to be tough- 
er x x x I want to show both parties 
that I can be serious." 


(In Alexandria, a source close to 


the Arab League said a Jewish in- 
vitation to start Palestine peace 
talks has been rejected. The in- 
formant said the league, responding 
to an invitation made by Israeli 
Foreign Minister Moshe Shertok 
through Bernadotte, declared the 
Arabs do not recognize "any such 
gang as the pseudo-government of 
Israel.") 


Bernadotte, the United Nations 


mediator for Palestine, said he had 
sent a letter to both the Jewish 
military government and to the 
Arab area commander in Jerusalem, 
m which he wrote: 


"In disregard of the truce ordered 


by the Security Council, sporadic 
firing by-r-ifles-r-automatic weapons, 
mortars and guns has not ceased. It 
is impossible to believe that all mili- 
tary activity is entirely attributable 
to irregulars. It also is impossible 
to considsr that the command of the 
regular forces is not in a position to 
put an end to such activities, if it 
so desires."
